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JOHN ROWMAN’S CARD. 


In a card published in the Journal 
Wednesday District Attorney Bow- 
man informs the public that, in the 
future, he intends to @ischarge the 
duties of his office in accordance with 
law. Mr. Bowfesan's announcement 

cannot fail to be as pleasing to the 
public as itis to the Gazrriz. We 
ngratulate himon his good resolu- 
tions, and hope Tr rewee.wcrearter 
both perform his duty faithfully and 
acquire that knowledge of law so de- 
sirable in a District Attorney. 

Mr, Bowman admits that he inter- 
fered to prevent the publication of testi- 
mony takenintheexamination of Gray. 
It is the custom of newspapers every- 
where to publish evidence in such 
cases. The public have the right to 
such news, and the publication of the 
tacts in such ajcase isjoften a matter of 
justice to the prisoner, and prevents 
rather than creates prejudices, Every 
citizen has a right toread the records 
of the Justice’s Court, which include 
the testimony in the Gray case. The 
newspaper represents the collective 
rights of its subscribers in such acase, 
and District Attorney Bowman's ac- 
tion in the matter under review was 
not only arbitrary and unjust, but also 
illegal. 

Mr. Bowman states that he was in- 
fluenced by highly virtuous motives 
in trying to suppress the news. But 
to those who are/familiar with his 
record other and less praisworthy rea- 
sons than those he gives would be apt to 
suggest themselves as having influenc- 
ed his conduct. In addition ,to the 
legitimate fees of the office there 
can be money made by the District 
Attorney. Men will sometimes’ pay 
good round sums of money to és- 
cape from the clutehes of the law. 
Though the hand of the District At- 
torney held an offender with never so 
firm a grasp it is possible that a little 
gold vintment rubbed on his knuckles 
might have a tendency to relax his 
hold. 

It would not be to the interest of a 
dishonest District Attorney to have 
publistied the evidence taken in pre- 
liminary examinations. It might give 
rise to ugly rumors should notorious 
offenders escape justice through a de- 
fective indictment or be released be- 
cause the District Attorney could not 
find it in his pocket to prosecute. 

-~Had the evidence been published in 
the Sam Lee case, the Bloth case, and 

inthe case of the Steamboat Ditch 
Company, they might.each have had 
a different termination. 

The District Attorney is quite right 
in supposing that every intelligent 
man in this county reads the GazErre.

They have caused 
drunkenness, misery and suicide. They 
do more faultfinding than the man 
who pays for what he lives on. They 
are lawyers, doctors and all classes, 
and we hope each one of them will 
think we had him io our mind/as we 
wrote these lines. We have no fault 
to find with the unfortunate. If we 
ask aman for money and he really 
has nohe, we can do no good by mak- 
ing him feel uncomfortable. We do 
not mean those who are really desti- 
tute or are doing the best they can, 
but the H. B.'s who never pay any- 
thing deserve more than contempt— 
they deserve cinching. They keep 
money tight and spoil the pleasure 
and profits of the honorable business 
man, and they tempt one to follow 
the example of Deacon Parkinson, 
who says he is gag to publish a list 
of those who don't pay their bills. 


MAILING LETTERS. 


An important ruling has recently 
been made by the Postoffice depart- 
ment, and it is highly desirable that 
it should be clearly understood by the 
public. Ig mailing letters to a per- 
son who lives in a place where 
there is no postoffice, the,name of the 
postoffice nearest that place must be 
added to the address. Letters not 
bearing the address of a place where 
Dead Letter officé: of the 
county and state should always be 
written on the envelope to insure a 
safe delivery. Ifthe address is not 
entirely definite, the postmasters are 
instructed to forward the letter to the 
Dead Letter office. Should the en- 
velepe bear the name of the sender 
the letter will be returned to him for 
hetter direction. Thus it is desirable 
for business mer to have their imprint 
on the envelopes they use. Then in 
case of misdirection their letters will 
come back to them: otherwise their 
misdirected epistles are killed, so to 
speak, and buried in the Dead Letter 
office. 

The following explanations and ex- 
amples make the new orders clear and 
show the necessity for some such reg- 
ulations: “A letter or other mail di- 
rected to the State University of Cali- 
fornia, East Oakland, California: Mud 
Springs, El Dorado county, California 
or to any locality not a Postoffice, is 
unmailable, and must be sent at once 
to the Dead Letter Office. A letter 
directed to Sacramento, Nevada; or to 
Virginia City, Cal., or to either of 
these places with the State omitted, 
is unmailable and must be sent to the 
Dead Letter Office. Thereasonassigned 
for this is that there are six Pustoffices, 
each in‘a difterent State, by the name of 
Sacramento, but no Postoffice of that 
name in Nevada. Consequently it is 
Lhard fora Postmaster to determine 
whether the letter should be sent to 
Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, Pennsylvania or California. The 
same reason hulds good when applied 
to Virginia City. There are seven 
Postottices called Philadelphia, three 
New York, eight Cincinnati, fifteen 
Louisville, four Chicago, and four St. 
Louis. There is only one in the Unit- 
ed States called San Francisco, conse- 
quently mail matter directed to San 
Francisco is not likely to be sent to 
the Dead Letter Office, as a Postmas- 
ter can complete the address with 
safety. It may not, however, be long 
before there may be several Postoffi- 
ices by the name of San Francisco inp 
other States or Territories.” 

The order of the Postmaster-Gener- 
al, of September 20, establishing this 
new practice, concludes asfollows: “It 
i# believed that the temporary incon- 
venience which may arise from a strict 
enforcement of this ruling will be more 
than compensated for by the increased 
certainty of the delivery of the matter 
to its destination.” 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Chicago Field lately had a 
‘oun trial,’ tothrew light on some 
vexed questious in regard to the load- 
ingof guns, The teste were made 
with breech loaders. As regards pow- 
der, it was found that increased char- 
ges gave an increased striking force of 
the shot without any decrease in pat- 
tern, up to the limit of the capacity of 
the shells.

ANTIQUITY OF MAN. 


Relics in the Gravel Beds of California 
—The Skull that was Found at the 
Depth of 132 Feet-—Stone Imple- 
ments Beside the Bones of the Mas- 
todon-The Long Night Before the 
Dawn of Civilization. 


[From tne Mining and Scientific Press.) 


An interesting review in Setence 
News, by Dr. Charles C. Abbott, of 
Prof. J. D. Whitoey’s chapter on 
“Human remains and works of art of 
the gravel series,” is of local interest, 
inasmuch as it refers to discoveries in 
the sauriferous grave's of the Sierra 
Nevada of California. Dr,. Abbott 
says: Witheut doubt, the memoir of 
Prof. Whitney is the most valuable 
and interesting contribution yet made 
to the subject of American pre-histor- 
topic great interest in itself, but ‘this 

hase of it has an additional ‘interest, 

ecause a portion of the evidenee he 
brings furward has been subjected to 
much adverse criticism, not only by 
men of some scientific attainments, 
but by the popular secular and the 
biased religious papers of the day. 
The author, however, effectually dis- 
poses of the objections, ag we think, 
and clearly demonstrates the correct- 
ness of the conclusions he drew years 
ago.

INTIMATE WITH THE MASTODON. 


Much (of the material on which 
Prot. Whitney bases his paper has 
been collected by Mr. C. D. Voy, and 
is pow in the museum of the Univer- 
sity of California.

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PALMYRA DISTRICT. 
A Controversy Over the “One Ledge” 
Theory. 


Epitor Rvsxo Gazerre: The Gold 
Hill News of last Tuesday had an ed- 
-itorial on ‘‘The Ledges of Palmyra

In the Graphic of October 24, we 

fiod a similar communication from 

Mr. Rose. He says: ‘The Como lode 

was worked from 1862 to 1864 and 

shows the imperfect mining methods] 
of these days. Recently proper shafts

This is the month for meteors. 
From this date until the sixteenth an 
unusual number may be looked for. 
Mars is now evening star. His oppo- 
sition occurred Tuesday, and he is 
nearer the earth than he has been for 


the past two years. The great tele- 
scopes of the observatories are now 
vightly directed on Mars in search of 
the two tiny sateliites that were dis- 
covered two years ago.

A MODEL MILL, 


The Pacific Lumber and Wood Com- 
pany Rebuild on an Improved Pian. 


The saw mill at Clinton now ap- 
preaching completion, is probably the 
best job of the kind, take it all in all, 
ever put up on the Pacific Coast. In- 
stead of the shed-like building, which 
usually shelters the saw and the en- 
gine, with open ends and darkened 
sides, the machinery is enclosed in a 
handsome two-story frame building 
165 feet long and 82 wide. Large 
glass windows give abuodant light and 
the place is as comfortable as any fac- 
tory. The sides are vovered with 
dressed lumber and the roof with 
shingles. The latter is painted with 
a fireproof substance supplied by the 
California fire' proof paint company. 
The buildings will all be tastefully 
painted, and when all completed 
would pass for a handsome College or 
a big boarding house, 

THE Saws . 
will run on cast steel arbors set in a! 
gigantic double frame batted together 
in the space between the second floor 
and the heavy self-supporting roof, 
The saws are double, one upper and 


one lower, each six feet in diameter, 
and revolve at the rate of 800 a min- 
ute. They are of the celebrated 
Spaulding make, and there will be no 
wabbling or side motion. The car- 
rinze has every improvement. It is 
of the best Oregon pine. The logs 
are hauled up from the river on a 
heavy truck running on a railroad 
track which extends into the water 20 
feet. Tho truck runs duwn under 
water and the !ogs are floated over it. 
The carriage is hauled up by a big 
chain, and as it emerges from the 
water takes Mr. Log with it. Upon 
leaving the saw the slabs go to the 
right, the boards to the left. The 
former fall into the hands of the man 
atthe lath machine, who cuts them 
up as close as they will Oo. The lum- 
Ler gees O2 a large 
SEL¥Y FEEDING EDGER, 

where the bark is cut off and tle sides 
squared. Between the edger and lath 
machine are 22 iron rollers, on which: 
material can be moved from the saw 
to either machine or the cars, Two 
cut-off saws, 16 feet apart, swing 
across the track of the rollers so that 
lumber can be cut any desired length 
without extra handling. Four car 
tracks run from the side of the saw to 
a turn-table just inside the west en- 
trance. All the switches and the 
turn-table itself will thus be protect- 
ed from snow. Onthe ground floor 
the west end will be devoted to the 
factory for a space of 60 feet. Nexi 
will be the engine room, 16x40 feet. 
The engine is the one used in the old 
mill before the fire, and is refitted as 
good as new, The cylinder is 20x24, 
and is the 


' MOST POWERFUL ON THE RIVER. 

The fly wheel is 12 feet in diameter 
with a 25 inch face. The main belt 
is 20 inches wide and was made in 
Boston for the company. It is 5-ply. 


Three belts will ruo from the maio 
shaft, one to the saw, one to the edger 
and one to the main line of shafting. 
There will be 200 feet of shafting in 
the factory. The engine room is 
fitted with the best improvemeuts to 
be had. The engine is kept oiled by 
Tandem & Bowen’s lubricator, a very 
delicate piece of automatic machinery. 
The boilers are fed by Hancock’s in- 
spirater, which works something Jike 
an injector, but is more reliable and 
simple. ‘The boilers are supplied 
with gauges and gauge glasses, a fine 
whistle, etc?’ They are ina separate 
house, 24x54, built of dressed lumber, 
the same asthe mili. The two boil- 
ers are 16 teet long and 54 inches in 
diameter. An immense stack, 4 feet 
across, surmounted with a huge §wire 
screen bonnet, rises 75 feet high. 


THE FUEL | 
used is mostly sawdust, which is car-‘ 


| 


ried in elevator buckets running in a 
long box from the saw to the furnace 
The work of dressing the lum- 


ber and most of the machinery, as 
well as sawing out the pulleys, etc., 
is done ina little shop, 20x40, built 
under the dam, the power to run the 
machinery being furnished by a large 
undershot whee!, As soon as the 
work of rebuilding began the company 
bought a large lathe costing $1000, a 
planing macliine, band saw, trimming 
saw, etc., which have done excellent 
service, and more than paid for them- 
selves already. When the main build- 
ing is ready for business all but. the 
lathe will go into the factory, and the 
little shop will be used for doing iron 
work. The Pacific lumber and wood 
company is owned by F. Rurkfialter 
of Truckee, J. D. Lord of Sacramento, 
H. W. Bragg and G. N. Folsom of 
Clinton. The new mill has been 
built on the plans and under the su- 
pervision of Mr. Bragg. who divides 
the credit with C. E. Roberson, wha. 
carried out the work aud set up thé 
machinery.

| Eprror Gazerre’—Having an idle 
| Lour last Saturday evening I drepped 
into the meeting of tne Reform Club 
and was surprised to hear the speaker 
of the evening indulge in a bitter 
tirade ayainst the Crown Prince mine 
in Pyramid district, of which I qm 
the President and Superintendent and 
the heaviest owner.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


False Econemy in Education Decried— 
Keeping a Boy at Hume — Some 
Suggestions Abent the Public 


Schools—The Mightiness of the Dol- 
lar, etc. 


Epiron Reno Gazerre:—Permit 
me through the columns of the Ga- 
ZETTE to say something on existing 
school matters in our town. In look- 
ing over a California paper the other 
day, I saw an article from a Reno 
correspondent, in which this para- 
}graph appeared : 

‘The failure to secure the location 
of the State University in Reno was a 
mismanagement, the iniquity of which 
is becoming every day more and more 
apparent. And now the Jesuit col- 
lege, which was under consideration 
before the fire, is given up, for a time 
at least. This is another blunder that 
adds to the criminality of the other, 
more especially as Nevada, while mnak- 
ing reasonable previsions for the high- 
er education of her girls, has made 
none for boys, beyond the public 
echools, and these not of a very high 
order. How can they, be when exam- 
inations are mere formalities and 
teachers 
SALARIES ACTUALLY BELOW 

WAGEs.”’ 
The writer then goes on to say some 
very sensible things on the subject. 
But the above quoted paragraph is 
what 1 propose to aeal with, contain- 


ing as it does, a very unpalatable 
truth, namely, that to save a few 
paltry dollars we are seriously com- 
promising, if not ruining, the future 
prospects of ourfboys. The paramount 
necessity for an institution of some 
kind where boys Can receive a more 
thorougheducation isapparent to every 
thinking individual in the community. 
Boys, in a country place like this, are 
naturally ambitious, and with proper 
encouragement the large majority 
would make an effort to be something 
or somebody. Comparatively few are 
able to send their 


BOYS AWAY FROM HOME 
for any length of time. Moreover, in 
the present demoralized condition of 
city youth, such a course to say the 
very least, is dangerous in the extreme. 


Let us then, by al) means, and that 
at once, have a class, if nothing more, 
in which boys over 13 or 14 may be 
drilled in arithmetic,grammar, history, 
constitution and goveroment of the 
United States, boekkeeping, etc. Why 
not devote one room of the new 
school hovse to this purpese, for the 
time being, and employ a competent 
teacher, man or woman, it matters 
not, so he or she has energvy,force and 
ability to start the thing in the right 
direction. By the fall something 
more could be done to establish a 
school in which the teachers, or at 
least the system would be fixed, 
thoroughly. I know among 
acertain set it has been considered 
just the thing for the last thirty years 
to sneer at cullege education, to point 
triumphantly to bundreds of selfmade 
men, who never saw the inside of a 
college and yet amassed vast fortunes. 
Granted, and all honor to such men. 
But are great fortunes the Ultima 
Thule of American ambitien? Is there 
not something equal at least to 


THE ALMIGHTY DOLLAR? 


Does the United States to-dav, with 
all her selfmade mi'liwnaires, hold one 
iota higher, more influential or dig- 
nified position before the world, than 
she did forty years ago when almost 


if not all her officials, from the Presi- 
dent down, were men who had spent 
years in study, in profound and thor- 
ough investigation of law and govern- 
ment? Men whose erudition, dignity 
aod patriotism were the admiratign of 
all civilized nations. These men con- 
sidered « college course an imperative 
necessity. Witness the almost super- 
human efforts made by soma of them 
to obtain it. Have I not heard it 
said a thousand times that Harvard, 
Yale, William and Mary, Georgetown, 
St. Joseph, Oberlin. etc., were what 
gave the states in which they were lo- 
cated, theirsupremacy. Would it not 
be little short of slander to say thai 
the brilliant army of orators, writers, 
statesmen, jurists, generals, lawmak- 
ers, churchmen and expounders of 
our country’s first century were mere 
common school tyros? It’s all well 
enough to talk largely of the grandeur, 
power for good, efficiency and all

yet braggidocio aside, is it possible, 
under existing circumstances, for a 
boy to receive in the public schools 
here, that solidity, thoroughness and 
polish necessary to enable him to 


contend successfully in after life, with 
men who have been trained for years 
in habits of self control,,self denial, 
deep research, critical investigation 
and analysis? Common sense ans- 
wers, decidedly itis not. And yet, 
surely, never was there a time or 
state in whieh just such men were 
more needea. “But’’ say the anti- 
college education folks, ‘‘all of our 
boys can’t be geniuses (who expects 
or wants them to be) and college edu- 
cation makes boys’ so proud, so con- 
eeited, so pedantic.’’ Better that 
than hoodJums or worthless tramps, 


Never mind, the world will soon shake 
i 


the pedantry out of them and bring 
the gold to the surface inatead. 


OUR STATE IS YOUNG, 
growing rapidly in wealth, position 
and population, and it is not a ques- 
tion of time but education, whether 
our hoys are to do their part in the 
higher or lower elements of what goes 
to make state.

A New Social Club fur Young Men in 
Reno, 


Some of the young men of Reno are 
about to organize aclub. Although 
not strictly a religious or bencvolent 
association, it will be of a reformative 
nature. Wines and liquors will be 
prohibited in the club rooms, and the 
use of tobacco discouraged. Although 
no ladies will be admitted to member- 
ship, yet they will be welcomed as 
visitors to the club rooms. It has 
been decided_to allow no card play- 


ing, but such intellectual games as 
chess, draughts and dominoes will be 
indulged in. Billiards may be al- 
lowed for the sake of exercise. The 
maio object of the club is to provide 
a place where its members can keep 
warm and discuss the questions of the 
day. It is to be composed exclu- 
sively of young men. No bald- 
headed or gray-haired men _ need 
apply for admission. A clause of the 
constitution provides that “upon sat- 
isfactory proof of the baldness or gray- 
headedness of a _ candidate being 
shown, he shall bedeclared ineligible.’

Rich Disiovery in Esmeralda County.

Fprror GazetrE:—A very rich dis- 
covery was made a few days ago by a 
prospector named Wm. J. Morris.

the surface, and several assays were 
made ranging from $2200 to $2926. 
The vein is 22 inches wide and in a 
limestone formation.

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Interest ing Postal Statistics. 


Dr. Fischer of the imperial German 
post office has just published a pamph- 
let Showing the comparative postal 
and te elegraph statistics. The letter 
fost for the whole world for. 1873 
amounted in round numbers to 3,300,- 
000,000 letters, or about 9,250,000 
daily; and the numbers havedbeen in- 
creasing daily at an astonishing rate. 
Thus in Japan in 1872 the number of 
post-ofices was 1,159, in 1876 it had 
risen to 3,649. The number of sepa- 
rate articles which passed through the 
Japanese post 1u 1878 was 47,000,000, 
of which 25,000,000 wera letters, 10,- 
000,000 post cards,and 9,500,000 newa- 
papers. Post cards were first brought 
into use only in 1865, and now they 
are in use in aimost every country of 
the world, The parcels post has, 
however, not yet got beyond the first 
stagrs of itsdevlopement. The num- 
ber of telegraphic dispatches sent in 
1877 amounted, for the globe, to near- 
ly 159,000,000, or an average of 353,- 
O00 daily.
